PORTLAND, Dec. 15.—The street j 


car system of Portland, owned by the 
Portland Railway, Light and Power 
Company, is practically tied up 
to- 


night as the result of a strike of mo- 
tormen and conductors 
inaugurated 


this afternoon upon the refusal of the 
company to sign an agreement sub- 
mitted by the men calling for an in- 
crease of wages, the abolishment of 
the system of photographing the plat- 
form men and demanding that 
the 


company 
shall 
not 
discriminate 


against the union. 


The strike bears a serious aspect 


tonight. Thousands of men and boys 
gathered at the various stations and as 
fast as the cars reached a transfer 
point a rush was made for the men 
who were obliged to desert their cars 
or be beaten. 
Several riotous demon- 


strations occurred, the gang of men 
and boys led by hoodlums, smashing 
car window^, bending trolley poles 
so that the cars could not be operated 
and otherwise destroying property. 


At Second and Washington streets, 


one of the principal transfer points 
in the city, the mob broke loose and 
did considerable damage to the cars. 
A Chicago detective named Cosser at- 
tempted to dissuade the mob from 
damaging the company's property and 
was set upon. He backed against a 
wall and In danger of being hurt, 
drew his revolver and fired into the 
air. 
The police seemed powerless to 


control the mob and in the excitement 
following the shot fired by Cosser, he 
got away from the rabble. A number of 
arrests were ta ade.'

Here is a letter which is worth read- 


ing and has been sent to San Fran- 
cisco as well as to the. Journal. If the 
San Francisco 'authorities of the West- 
ern Union will pay no attention to the 
communication, at least the Journal 
will have the satisfaction of publish- 
ing the message.

opened tomorrow eveningby T. F. 
Moran,..county superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction, when the first session 
of the State Teachers' Institute will 
be called to order. It will be a pub- 
lic meeting, and all wHo are interested 
in the educational advancement of 
Nevada are cordially Invited. 


The address of welcome will be de- 


livered by Mayor N. E, Wilson who 
has been prominently identified with 
the educational life of Nevada 
for 


many years. It is singularly appropri- 
ate that as mayor of Reno and form- 
er dean of the university, he should 
make the welcoming address to 
the 


teachers who will gather in Keno rrom 
every quarter of this great state. The 
response will be given by George E. 
Anderson, and the meeting will close 
with an address on the educational sit- 
uation in Nevada, by Romania Adams.

ORDINANCE NO. 63. 
An Ordinance Providing Regulations 
For' Junk. Dealers and Dealers In 
Second Hand Goods, Wares and 
Merchandise, and Punishing Viola- 
tions of Such Regulations. 


The City Council of the City of 


Reno do ordain: 


Section 1. Every dealer in second 
hand goods, wares and merchandise 
other than furniture or books, and 
every junk 
dealer, in the City of 
Reno, must before the hour of ten 
(10) 
o'clock" in the forenoon of each 
and every day, except Sunday, deliver 
to the Chief of Police a true report 
in writing, ton blank- forms to be 
prescribed by the Chief 
of Police, 
setting forth a description of 'each 
and every article or thing 'purchased 
by him during the day immediately 
preceding such report, (other than 
rags, bottles, sacks, cans, old iron, 
hay, rope and paper), and also tine 
name, residence and description of 
the vender thereof, the amount of 
money paid therefor, arid the date 
and hour of the receipt of such arti- 
cle or thing; the report so made on 
each Monday shall embrace all pur- 
chases made.froni^jand;after, .the report 
made on the SaturBay preceding; 
Section 2. Every junk dealer and 
dealer in second hand goods, wares, 
and merchandise, other than furniture 
or books, must keep for a, period of 
fifteen (15) days, subject to inspec- 
tion, all goods, wares and merchan- 
dise purchased by him, before selling 
or disposing of the same. 
Section 3. Blank 
forms for the 
reports required by this ordinance 
will be furnished by the 
Chief of 
Police on application therefor. 
Section 4. Any person who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this
